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Preface 


Under the names of the fifty states, the dependencies, and principal re- 
gions, this volume lists monographs, anthologies, pamphlets, chapters of books, and 
periodical articles which will provide materials for the study of the local belles-lettres 
and theater of the United States, from earliest times to the present. The literature 
and the theater are separately treated; the individual items are arranged alphabetically 
by author, editor, or compiler. A very limited number of the entries come from 
newspapers; unpublished theses or dissertations are not included. Works on individ- 
ual novelists, poets, dramatists, producers, etc., are also excluded, with a few ex- 
ceptions which provide general background. Certain items which deal with a specific 
locale not indicated in the entries are followed by the names of the places involved, 
in square brackets. Thus, Lippincott, Horace M. “Amusements in the Nineties,” 
General Magazine and Historical Chronicle, 52 (1950), 239-251 [Philadelphia], an 
entry under “Pennsylvania, Theater,” indicates in brackets the city involved. Ma- 
terials dealing solely with newspaper journalism, folklore, children’s theaters, theater 
architecture, or recent college or school dramatics are also omitted, unless special cir- 
cumstances warrant inclusion. Certain publications on the early history of printing 
are included. A few “little magazines” are entered—those specializing in the publica- 
tion of local authors. Coverage runs through 1964, though a few more recently 
published items have been added. Occasionally reprints are indicated (preceded by 
semicolons), but no systematic effort has been made to round them up. 

The sections on the literature and theater of Hawaii and on the theater of New 
York (state and city) have appeared earlier in tentative form in the Bulletin of the 
New York Public Library (November, 1963, and April, 1965). 

In compiling this bibliography—more accurately, this checklist—I have had in 
mind the needs of reference librarians, custodians of state, regional, and other local 
historical collections, and of course researchers and students connected with English 
departments and schools and departments of the drama in universities and colleges. 
I trust also that professional historians of our cities, counties, and states may also 
profit by having at their disposal a time-saving instrument for at least the initial in- 
vestigation of cultural activities. One notes with dismay that many of the recently 
published histories of American cities and states, more often than not, make little 
or no mention of music, literature, or the theater. Local history, of all kinds, stands 
in need of stimulus, in spite of the generally recognized fact that the library facilities 
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of the colleges and universities in many areas are inadequate for any historical re- 
search save that which deals with their own neighborhoods. 

A few words of instruction should perhaps be given to those who intend to use 
this book. Numerous items concerned with a region are not again listed under the 
names of the states in that region. If you are looking for material on Ohio, for ex- 
ample, be sure to check the section on the Middle West also; if you are interested 
in Arizona, do not neglect the lists on the Southwest. The heading “West” is, of 
course, a monstrously nebulous one, for East is East and West is West, but never 
shall it be clear where they meet, or have met, in the U.S.A. I have placed in an ap- 
pendix a special division entitled “Western,” which siphons off a number of items 
for which obvious circumstances dictate an appropriate isolation. In another ap- 
pendix appears material which may be of use to the student of the general subject of 
regionalism, especially in its literary manifestations. This latter list is highly selective 
but contains most of the publications on its topic with which students of literature 
are likely to be concerned. 

Warning should also be given that a few of the entries scattered throughout the 
book have not been checked for accuracy, and a few are incomplete. 

I began collecting information for this work several years ago and started off by 
employing assistants to comb out appropriate items from the standard general bibli- 
ographies in history and literature such as Writings on American History, the listings 
in the American Historical Review, the Mississippi Valley Historical Review, Literary 
History of the U.S., The Literature of the American People, American Literature, 
and a host of sources of more limited scope such as Jay B. Hubbell’s The South in 
American Literature and the general studies on the regions, states, counties, larger 
cities, etc. Many published catalogs of regional collections in various libraries have 
likewise been examined. I have also, with the help of my wife, engaged in a con- 
siderable amount of what she calls “library hopping’—going about from library to 
library to check special card catalogs, W.P.A. card files, and other indexes that have 
not been conflated in published works. While I have traveled for this purpose from 
Florida to Washington, from Maine to Hawaii, and have worked in every one of the 
largest libraries in the country, I regret to say that all the harvests in all the local 
fields have not been reaped. In addition, I have sent letters to patient librarians— 
especially in state and large-city libraries—and many have checked the tentative lists 
which I offered for correction and addition. The help received from officials whose 
institutions I visited or with whom I communicated per epistolas has put me under 
an obligation which can never be appropriately acknowledged. To one and all of 
the librarians, students, and fellow workers among colleagues in the field of Ameri- 
can literature who have helped, I am very grateful. 

I wish also to express my gratitude to the Duke University Council on Research, 
which has provided grants wherewith to pay part of my expenses of travel and the 
wages of clerical and research assistants who have helped in the preparation of 
this book. I wish to thank also the Guggenheim Foundation and the American 
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Philosophical Society for additional support of this project. Without their aid this 
work would be far more inaccurate than it is. 

The Reference Department of the Duke University Library has come to my res- 
cue so often that I consider its staff, especially Florence Blakely and Mary Canada, 
collaborators on this project. For advice received from the staff of the Duke Uni- 
versity Press I am also grateful. Ashbel Brice, John Menapace, Robert Mirandon, 
and John Langley have all had a hand in steering me away from false steps.
